Details of Filling Out Form W-2 


Withholding Statement Explained 


| (EDITOR’S NOTE: This is 
the third of 10 stories on who 
has to do what about his in- 
come tax.)

WASHINGTON (7) Say 
you’re making your 1947 income 
tax return on Form. W-2,_ the 
withholding statement. 

This is the receipt an employe 
gets from a boss for tax withheld 
from his wages or salary in 1947. 
le must give it to you. 

You don’t do any tax-figuring 
with it. Just fil it out and mail 
‘t to your internal revenue col- 
tector. Don’t send any money 
with it. 

He’ll check it and notify you if 
you owe him money. You have 
30 days to pay him after he no- 
tifies you. ; 

Tf he finds too much tax was 
withheld from you in 1947, you’l) 
get a refund. 

Husbands and wives—if both 
had 1947 income and can use 
¥orm W-2 as a separate or joint 
return—don’t lose money. either 
way by filing jointly or separ- 
ately. 

By law the collector must fig- 
ure out which way is cheaper for 
them when he gets their separ- 
ate or joint returns: If they have 
a refund due, he'll send it to 
them. 

If you worked for more than 
one boss who withheld tax from 
you in 1947, get a Form W-2 re- 
ceipt from each. 

You can’t make a return on 
Form W-2 without all your re- 
ceipts. Without them you'll have 
to file your return on the 1040 
short form. 

When you have them ail, | at- 
tach them all tg the Form W-2 


‘eceipt you got from your last 
oss. 
Fill out that last one, not the 


others, but you send them all in 
to the collector. : 

The boss gives you a Form W-2 
in “original” and ‘duplicate’. 
You keep the “duplicate”. Fill 
in the “original and send it to 
the collector.
